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REPORT  OF  THE 
STATE  TUBERCULOSIS  COMMISSION 

To  His  Excellency,  John  H.  Trumbull,  the  Governor  of  Con- 
necticut, and  to  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly : 

During  the  past  two  years,  the  State  Tuberculosis 
Commission  has  endeavored  faithfully  to  carry  out  and  to 
develop  Connecticut's  plans  for  relieving,  and  when  possible, 
for  curing  her  tuberculous  citizens,  and  for  preventing  the 
further  spread  of  the  dread  disease  within  the  confines  of 
the  state.  As  the  Statutes  require,  we  hereby  make  report 
to  you  of  the  things  we  have  done,  and  of  the  things  that, 
in  our  opinion,  we  ought  now  to  do. 

At  all  five  of  the  State's  sanatoria  the  Superintendents 
make  reports  of  two  successful  years.  There  have  been  no 
untoward  happenings, — no  fire,  no  severe  epidemics,  and 
but  few  of  the  little  internal  storms  that  rometimes  inter- 
fere with  the  satisfactory  functioning  of  institutions. 
Visitors  to  the  various  sanatoria,  especially  visitors  familiar 
with  the  hospitals  and  sanatoria  of  other  states,  generously 
compliment  us  on  the  appearance  and  location  and  equip- 
ment of  the  sanatoria,  the  spirit  of  the  patients,  the  zeal 
and  ability  of  the  phj^sicians  and  nurses.  The  only  adverse 
comments  that  we  hear,  concern  the  wooden  construction 
of  so  many  of  our  buildings,  and  our  failure  to  secure  the 
needed  additional  land  for  the  now^  famous  Seaside  Sana- 
torium for  crippled  children  at  Niantic,  and  lastly  our 
failure  to  provide  beds  for  the  always  increasing  number 
of  patients  on  our  waiting  list. 

Uncas-on-Thames 

The  largest  of  the  State's  sanatoria  is  Uncas-on-Thames, 
picturesquely  situated  on  a  hill  two  miles  south  of  Norwich. 
To  the  east,  one  gets  fascinating  glimpses  of  the  Thames 
River.  To  the  west  lies  a  wide  enclosed  valley  where  before 
the  white  man  came  to  Connecticut,  a  famous  battle 
between  powerful  Indian  tribes  was  fought.  Uncas-on- 
Thames  has  now  222  beds  for  patients.  As  a  rule  every 
bed  is  occupied  and  there  are  many  sick  men  and  women  on 
the  waiting  list.  In  spite  of  the  recent  enlargement  of  this 
institution  it  has  maintained  well  its  deserved  and  country- 
wide reputation  for  having  skillful  and  devoted  medical 
physicians,  inspiring  nurses,  and  cheerful  patients  who  in 
surprising  numbers  win  their  fight  for  life. 
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Undercliff 

Undercliff,  the  sanatorium  at  Meriden  intended  for 
children  afflicted  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  the  second 
in  size  of  the  State's  sanatoria.  It  contains  220  beds.  The 
importance  of  discovering  and  treating  the  tuberculosis  of 
children  becomes  more  and  more  important  every  year. 
Also  every  year,  the  difficulty  of  making  early  diagnosis 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  children  becomes  more  and 
more  apparent  to  the  most  skillful  of  experts.  The  micro- 
scope may  give  only  negative  evidence;  the  X-ray  pictures 
may  show  nothing,  or  they  may  show  shadows  that  conflict 
with  the  evidence  afforded  by  the  listening  ear  of  the  exam- 
iner; the  general  physical  condition  of  the  little  suspect 
may  belie  some  or  all  of  the  indictment  afforded  by  the 
X-rays,  or  by  the  child's  history  or  environment.  Never- 
theless, it  is  essential  that  if  the  child  has  tuberculosis,  it 
should  be  treated,  and  if  it  does  not  have  tuberculosis,  it 
should  not  be  kept  in  a  tuberculosis  sanatorium.  We  are 
fortunate  in  having  on  the  staff  of  the  sanatorium  at 
Meriden,  physicians  who  thoroughly  appreciate  the  diag- 
nostic and  other  problems  that  every  patient  in  the 
institution  brings  to  them,  and  who  are  keen  and  diligent 
in  the  study  of  these  problems. 

In  the  days  of  the  stage-coach,  the  present  infirmary 
building  at  Undercliff  was  a  well  known  road  house.  When 
the  railroads  ended  the  stage-coach  era,  the  old  building 
became  the  almshouse  of  Meriden.  After  Meriden  grew 
ashamed  and  built  its  present  brick  building  to  house  the 
town  paupers,  the  State  took  over  the  shambling  old 
hostelry  in  order  to  begin  with  it,  the  projected  campaign 
against  tuberculosis.  For  several  years,  under  the  super- 
intendency  of  the  late  Dr.  James  B.  Dinnan  it  served  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  bought.  Its  verandas  and  its 
little  indoor  cubicles,  at  one  time  housed  nearly  100  tuber- 
culous adults.  Since  1918,  when  Undercliff  was  transformed 
into  an  institution  for  children  only,  this  old  infirmary 
building  has  been  constantly  in  use.  On  its  three  creaking 
floors  have  been  the  beds  of  fifty  of  the  sicker  children, 
the  administration  offices,  the  quarters  of  the  family  of  one 
of  the  assistant  physicians,  and  the  rooms  of  a  dozen  or 
more  of  the  male  servants.  To  make  possible  this  long- 
continued  use  of  the  old  fire-trap,  we  have  been  obhged  to 
brace  its  foundation,  to  bolster  its  walls,  to  relay  its  floors, 
and  of  course,  to  frequently  repaint,  replaster,  and  reroof 
it.  Its  age  and  its  skeletal  crumbling  have  been  pretty  well 
camouflaged,  but  now  we  have  decided  that  it  ought  to  be 
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retired  from  further  hospital  duty  and  that  we  must  ask  the 
General  Assembly  to  let  us  replace  it  with  a  modern  fire- 
proof building  of  brick  or  stone.  The  justice  and  timeliness 
of  our  decision  will  be  apparent  to  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  when  they  visit  Undercliff  this  winter, 
and  see  for  themselves  the  terrible  fire  hazard  to  which  the 
children  in  the  present  infirmary  building  are  now  exposed. 

Cedarcrest 

Cedarcrest,  the  third  in  point  of  size  of  the  State  Tuber- 
culosis Sanatoria,  is  situated  in  the  town  of  Newington, 
but  only  a  mile  from  the  Hartford  city  line.  It  has  accom- 
modations for  192  patients  and  usually  a  waiting  list  for 
the  men's  infirmary.  The  General  Assembly  at  its  last 
session  appropriated  thirty-nine  thousand  dollars  for  the 
installing  of  a  central  heating  plant  at  Cedarcrest.  The 
carrying  out  of  this  great  improvement  as  projected,  gave 
us  an  opportunity  to  devise  an  attractive  rearrangement  of 
the  roads,  and  to  eliminate  many  of  the  unsightly  poles 
and  wires  that  hitherto  had  crossed  and  recrossed  the 
grounds.  By  agreement  with  the  electric  light  and  tele- 
graph companies  we  have,  wherever  possible,  buried  these 
wires  in  the  brick  conduits  for  carrying  the  steam  from 
the  central  heating  plant  to  the  various  buildings  of  the 
institution.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  all  the  buildings  at 
Cedarcrest  are  of  rather  cheap  wooden  construction,  and 
of  a  type  that  we  have  not  used  in  recent  years,  the 
splendid  site  of  the  institution  lends  itself  readily  to  every 
beautifying  effort,  and  we  hope  soon  to  see  Cedarcrest 
vying  in  attractiveness  with  the  best  of  the  State's  sana- 
toria. As  a  means  to  this  end,  and  also  to  improve  the 
accommodations  for  the  very  sick  patients  as  this  institu- 
tion, and  to  abolish  the  waiting  list,  and  to  better  the 
morale  of  the  place,  we  propose  to  present  a  request  for 
an  appropriation  for  a  new  fireproof  structure  at  Cedarcrest, 
that  will  be  a  combination  infirmary  and  administration 
building. 

During  the  past  two  years,  we  have  moved  the  old 
summer  cottage  from  the  recently  purchased  Balf  farm  to 
the  original  sanatorium  grounds,  and  made  it  over  into  a 
commodious  and  comfortable  residence  for  one  of  the  resi- 
dent physicians. 

The  central  laundry  located  on  the  grounds  at  Cedar- 
crest, continues  to  function  satisfactorily.  It  has  been 
found  necessary,  however,  to  replace  some  of  the  wornout 
machinery.    Hitherto  we  have  kept  the  horses  of  the  insti- 
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tution  in  a  barn  that  was  too  close  to  the  dining  room  and 
the  patients'  shacks.  We  have  now  removed  the  animals 
to  a  renovated  barn  on  the  Balf  farm.  All  the  buildings 
at  Cedarcrest  have  received  new  and  uniform  coats  of  paint 
during  the  past  two  years. 


Laurel  Heights 

Although  it  has  only  175  beds  for  patients,  and  is,  there- 
fore, only  the  fourth  in  size  of  the  State's  sanatoria.  Laurel 
Heights  at  Shelton  is  not  surpassed  in  beauty  of  site, 
attractiveness  of  grounds  or  in  skill  and  renown  of  medical 
staff  by  any  similar  institution  anywhere.  Since  the  last  sit- 
ting of  the  General  Assembly,  the  cottage  for  the  second 
assistant  physician  at  Laurel  Heights  has  been  completed 
and  occupied,  the  Superintendent's  cottage  has  been 
enlarged,  a  first  class  surgical  operating  room  has  been  out- 
fitted, a  new  dental  equipment,  a  new  bake  oven,  an^  a  new 
steam  table  have  been  installed. 


Our  Most  Urgent  Need 

In  our  report  of  two  years  ago,  we  endeavored  to  impress 
the  General  Assembly  with  the  need  that  there  was  of  a  new 
infirmary  building  at  Laurel  Heights.  We  told  of  the 
demands  made  on  us  by  impatient  physicians  and  health 
authorities  for  more  beds  at  Laurel  Heights  Sanatorium, 
and  quoted  them  as  arguing  that  as  Laurel  Heights  is 
located  in  the  most  thickly  settled  section  of  the  state,  and 
as  it  is  the  institution  to  which  such  great  communities  as 
New  Haven,  Bridgeport,  Waterbury,  Norwalk,  Stamford, 
Greenwich,  Shelton,  Derby,  and  Naugatuck  must  send  most 
of  their  tuberculous  patients,  it  should  be  "the  largest  in 
the  state,"  instead  of  "the  smallest  of  the  three  sanatoria 
for  adults." 

These  protestations  of  the  doctors  and  health  authorities 
eVen  two  years  ago  were  due  to  the  delays  their  patients 
who  wished  to  enter  Laurel  Heights,  experienced  in  securing 
admission.  The  members  of  the  various  committees  of  the 
General  Assembly  listened  sympathetically  to  our  statement 
of  the  needs  of  Laurel  Heights  and  we  supposed  we  had 
convinced  them.  However,  in  the  last  days  of  the  session, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  cut  down  the  proposed  appro- 
priations for  various  state  institutions.  Our  request  for 
the  enlargement  of  the  Laurel  Heights  Sanatorium  died 
aborning. 
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During  the  past  two  years,  the  impatience  of  the  doctors 
and  health  officers  described  in  our  last  report  has  given 
way  to  anger.  The  waiting  list  for  Laurel  Heights  has 
grown  longer  and  longer.  This  day,  November  15,  1928, 
there  are  82  names  on  the  list,  the  names  of  76  men  and 
of  6  women.  Some  patients  whose  doctors  and  friends 
had  persuaded  them  in  October,  1927  to  agree  to  go  to  a 
sanatorium  were  not  admitted  until  February.  Patients 
who  applied  for  admission  last  June  are  still  on  the  waiting 
list.  How  serious  a  matter  such  a  delay  may  be,  can  best 
be  appreciated  by  those  who,  as  nurse,  doctor,  or  mother, 
or  father,  or  brother,  or  sister,  have  been,  during  these 
months  of  waiting,  in  close  touch  with  the  expectant 
patients.  Apart  from  the  effect  of  the  delay  on  the  patient, 
the  Visiting  Nurses  continually  call  attention  to  the 
disastrous  effect  that  this  long  waiting  list  at  Laurel 
Heights  has  on  their  efforts  to  safeguard  the  patient's 
family. 

"See  this  case,"  they  say,  "John  Smith,  a  careless 
chronic  bed-case  lives  with  his  family  of  wife  and  five 
children  in  a  five  room  tenement  house  flat.  At  first,  he 
resists  our  pleadings  that  he  go  to  a  sanatorium,  but  after 
a  few  weeks  of  constant  friendly  visitation,  his  doctor  and 
v/e  persuade  him.  He  agrees  to  go  to  Laurel  Heights.  We 
gleefully  make  out  the  application  papers.  To  our  great 
dismay  we  learn  at  the  Capitol  in  Hartford,  not  only  that 
there  is  no  vacancy  in  the  infirmary  at  Laurel  Heights,  but 
that  our  patient's  name  must  be  put  last  on  a  long  waiting 
list,  and  that  there  are,  in  fact  on  that  waiting  list,  nearly 
a  hundred  names  ahead  of  his.  The  patient  refuses  to  go 
to  any  other  sanatorium  than  Laurel  Heights.  During  all 
the  long  winter  months  with  scanty  heat,  closed  windows 
and  insufficient  food,  that  family  remains  immured  in  its 
cramped  tenement  house  flat.  Such  a  situation  is  not  fair 
to  Connecticut.  It  ought  to  be  remedied  right  away.  And 
it  can  be  remedied  by  doubling  the  infirmary  capacity  of 
Laurel  Heights.    Why  don't  you  do  it?" 

This  is  not  an  imagined  protest.  It  has  reached  us 
dozens  of  times  during  the  past  two  years.  The  great  news- 
papers of  the  state  have  received  similar  protests  from 
prominent  individuals  and  organizations  in  southern  and 
western  Connecticut,  and  the  editors  have  come  to  us 
demanding  explanation  of  the  scarcity  of  beds  at  Laurel 
Heights.  We  explain.  We  promise  that  we  will  do  our  best 
to  make  the  General  Assembly  realize  the  seriousness  of 
the  situation.  We  encourage  the  hope  that  we  may  be  able 
to  secure  an  early  emergency  appropriation.     Our  inter- 
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viewers,  perhaps  not  entirely  convinced  that  we  ought  not 
to  have  done  something  more  to  prevent  the  deplorable 
situation,  but  recognizing  our  present  helplessness,  agree 
that  it  would  not  be  in  the  public  interest  to  publish  some 
of  the  patients'  letters  of  protestation  that  come  to  them 
from  their  readers.  We  are  grateful,  but  of  course,  we 
cannot  expect  such  sympathetic  consideration  much  longer. 
Therefore,  we  ask  the  General  Assembly,  to  make,  as  soon 
as  possible,  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  and  equipping 
of  a  new  fireproof  infirmary  building  at  Laurel  Heights, 
capable  of  caring  for  100  patients.  We  ask  also  that  this 
appropriation  be  made  available  immediately  on  the  passage 
of  the  enacting  bill. 

The  March  Campaign 

We  participated,  of  course,  in  the  country-wide  campaign 
for  the  early  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis,  conducted  during 
last  March  by  all  the  great  Tuberculosis  Associations.  Many 
members  of  our  medical  staff  gave  lectures  and  demon- 
strations before  the  guilds  and  clubs  and  associations  of 
the  state,  and  broadcasted  talks  over  the  radio,  on  the  need 
of  making  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  at  the  earliest 
possible  time.  It  was  a  new  and  vast  experiment  this 
March  campaign,  and  it  is  yet  too  early  to  decide  what  the 
final  results  will  be.  One  favorable  result  has  been  a  marked 
quickening  of  the  public  interest  in  the  deeper  problems  of 
tuberculosis,  and  a  lessening  of  the  panicky  fear  of  the 
tuberculous  patient.  Another  result  of  special  interest  to 
us  has  been  the  increase  in  the  number  of  applicants  for 
admission  to  the  various  sanatoria  of  the  state. 

Wide  Gates  or  Narrow 

One  interesting  point  relative  to  the  state's  sanatorium 
policy  brought  out  last  March  as  the  result  of  some  of  the 
public  talks  about  the  early  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  was 
the  question  whether  we  should  open  wider  the  gates  of 
admission  to  the  state  sanatoria.  Those  who  argued  in  the 
affirmative  claimed:  (1)  that  we  should  not  restrict  admis- 
sion to  the  sanatoria  to  applicants  whose  private  or  public 
physicians  had  made  a  positive  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis; 
(2)  that  we  should  admit  all  applicants  whom  private  or 
public  physicians  suspected  of  having  tuberculosis;  (3)  that 
private  and  public  physicians  were  often  afraid  to  go  on 
record  as  making  a  positive  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  in  cases 
in  which  there  was  any  doubt  of  the  character  of  the 
patients'  ailments,  and  in  which  later  developments  at  the 
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sanatoria  or  elsewhere  might  bring  them  into  disrepute  with 
the  public  for  falsely  fastening  the  stigma  of  tuberculosis  on 
their  patients;  (4)  that  this  timorous  attitude  on  the  part 
of  private  and  public  physicians,  this  fear  of  making  a 
wTong  diagnosis,  is  one  of  the  chief  reasons  why  so  many 
cases  of  tuberculosis  are  not  diagnosed  until  the  disease 
has  produced  gross  and  incurable  lesions;  (5)  that  this 
hesitancy  and  procrastination  of  the  private  and  public 
physicians  of  the  state  would  disappear  if  the  sanatoria 
were  open  to  all  cases,  that  because  of  recent  contacts,  or 
a  prolonged  cough,  or  a  loss  of  weight,  or  afternoon  malaise, 
or  similar  reasons,  had  roused  in  the  attending  physician's 
mind  a  desire  to  have  the  sanatorium  eliminate  tuberculosis 
from  his  diagnostic  problem;  (6)  that  our  present  attitude 
is  incongruous  because  if,  as  we  claim,  we  strongly  desire 
to  get  more  early  or  incipient  cases  at  the  sanatoria,  we  must 
not  slam  the  gates  against  all  those  cases  which  as  yet  are 
only  suspected  to  be  tuberculous.  It  is  among  these  suspects 
that  all  early  cases  are  to  be  found. 

Those  who  argue  against  any  modification  of  the  present 
requirements  for  admission  to  the  State's  sanatoria  main- 
tain: 

(A)  Connecticut's  sanatoria  provide  accommodations 
for  about  one  thousand  tuberculous  patients.  In  Connecti- 
cut there  are  probably  nearly  seven  thousand  tuberculous 
persons.  By  "tuberculous  persons"  we  mean  active  cases 
of  tuberculosis,  demonstrable  by  such  ordinary  methods  of 
examination  as  are  available  nowadays  to  every  physician 
in  Connecticut.  The  State  and  the  larger  cities  offer  free 
laboratory  services  for  the  microscopic  examination  of  sus- 
pected discharges  and  tissues.  All  the  hospital  X-ray 
laboratories  of  the  State,  and  scores  of  private  X-ray 
laboratories  of  the  state  are  prepared  at  all  times  to  take 
pictures  of  suspected  lungs  and  other  organs  for  private 
physicians.  The  physician  who  cannot  decide  whether  his 
patient  is  tuberculous  or  not,  can  always  get  help  at  a 
nearby  tuberculosis  clinic  if  his  patients  are  poor.  And 
if  his  patients  are  well-to-do  he  can  consult  with  one  or 
other  of  the  capable  and  considerate  tuberculosis  specialists 
of  the  state.  He  is  almost  never  justified  in  sending  to  a 
tuberculosis  sanatorium  patients  whose  sickness  he  is 
afraid  to  diagnose  as  tuberculosis.  The  only  possible 
exceptions  are  cases  of  mysterious  bone  trouble  in  children, 
and  cases  of  suspected  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  symptom- 
free  and  sign-free  infants,  and  cases  of  young  children  who 
have  recently  been  in  close  and  prolonged  contact  with  a 
consumptive  mother  or  father. 
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(B)  Even  now  the  Commission  receives  from  various 
hospitals  of  the  state,  appHcations  for  the  admission  to  the 
sanatoria  of  patients  v^hose  chronic  sicknesses  give  no  sign 
or  sympton  of  tuberculosis.  The  patient  is  admitted  because 
the  application  contains  a  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  signed 
by  one  of  the  hospital  physicians.  After  the  sanatorium 
has  spent  time  and  money  studying  the  case  and  has  failed 
to  find  any  tuberculosis  the  sanatorium  learns  that  the 
doctors  of  the  institution  from  v^hich  the  patient  came,  had 
really  been  unable  to  make  a  diagnosis  of  any  kind.  They 
had  grov^n  tired  of  trying  to  make  one.  The  patient  v^as 
not  improving.  They  were  anxious  to  have  a  more  active 
case  in  that  bed.  Why  not  send  this  patient  to  a  sana- 
torium. Tuberculosis  was  as  likely  as  anything  else.  There- 
fore, the  application  and  the  signed  diagnosis  of  tuber- 
culosis. 

If  the  present  restrictions  on  the  admission  of  patients 
were  removed  or  even  relaxed,  the  sanatoria  would  be 
flooded  with  all  the  non-tuberculous  chronic  patients  of 
whom  families,  or  neighbors,  or  institutions  had  grown 
tired.  That  would  be  a  sad  perversion  of  the  State's  purpose 
in  establishing  tuberculosis  sanatoria. 

In  the  report  of  the  State  Tuberculosis  Commission  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  1915,  there  occurs  the  following 
paragraph  in  reference  to  the  tuberculous  inmates  of  certain 
state  institutions. 

"A  further  development  of  the  work  that  seems  to  us 
desirable  is  an  authorization  of  the  State  Tuberculosis  Com- 
mission to  visit  all  state  institutions  and  all  state-helped 
institutions  that  harbor  consumptives,  and  a  requirement 
that  the  Commission  report  its  findings  at  these  state  insti- 
tutions to  the  Governor  and  the  General  Assembly." 

No  action  was  ever  taken  in  this  matter,  but  we  are 
still  of  the  opinion  that  some  action  should  be  taken.  We 
have  neither  the  intention  nor  the  desire  to  interfere  with 
the  management,  for  instance,  of  the  State's  hospitals  for 
the  insane.  Nor  would  we  like  to  have  the  doctors  of  the 
hospitals  for  the  insane  interfere  with  our  conduct  of  the 
State's  tuberculosis  sanatoria.  The  fact  is,  howover,  that 
insanity  seldom  if  ever  is  a  cause  of  tuberculosis,  whereas 
there  is  good  reason  for  believing  that  tuberculosis  is  a 
frequent  cause  of  insanity,  and  that  by  curing  the  latent 
tuberculosis,  one  may  also  cure  the  insanity.  Psychiatrists 
cannot  be  expected  to  be  experts  in  making  difficult 
diagnoses  of  tuberculosis.      Nor  are  tuberculosis  experts 
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psychiatrists.  Friendly  but  thorough  collaboration  between 
the  two  classes  of  the  State's  physicians  would,  in  our 
opinion,  clear  the  clouded  minds  and  save  the  lives  of  many 
who  otherwise  must  soon  die,  and  die  mad. 


The  Modern  Sanatorium 

For  twenty  years  Connecticut  has  now  been  providing 
sanatorium  care  for  her  tuberculous  citizens.  She  was  one 
of  the  first  states  to  realize  that  the  providing  of  sanatoria 
was  an  important  governmental  function.  In  the  beginning 
neither  Connecticut  nor  any  other  state  had  a  very  clear 
conception  of  the  power,  the  direction,  or  the  needs  of  the 
great  humanitarian  campaign  in  which  it  had  enlisted,  but 
with  increasing  knowledge  there  came  to  Connecticut 
increasing  willingness  and  ability  to  keep  in  the  -front  ranks 
of  the  hosts  that  day  and  night  throughout  the  world 
marched  to  battle  against  man's  elusive  enemy  the  tubercle 
bacillus. 

In  the  beginning,  Connecticut's  sanatoria  consisted 
mostly  of  a  few  cheap  verandahed  wooden  shacks, 
unscreened  in  summer  and  poorly  heated  in  winter,  in  which 
about  a  hundred  unfortunate  consumptives  mostly  from  the 
almshouses  of  the  state,  resignedly  awaited  the  last 
summons.  Nowadays,  the  drab  institutions  of  twenty  years 
ago,  have  disappeared,  and  in  their  stead  are  up-to-date 
attractive  buildings.  Of  course,  the  laughter  of  the  patients, 
and  the  songs  and  speeches  of  the  radio  are  punctuated 
sometimes  with  coughs,  but  the  atmosphere  is  one  of  hope 
and  cheer. 

The  minor  ailments  of  the  nearly  one  thousand  patients 
are  cared  for  with  the  same  skill  and  concern  that  would 
be  shown  for  them  in  the  best  city  hospitals.  Here  a  nose 
and  throat  clinic  is  functioning.  There  the  dentist,  proud 
of  his  immaculate  office  and  equipment,  is  painlessly 
removing  a  rebellious  molar.  In  yonder  room  every  week, 
white  garbed  nurses  and  doctors  conduct  a  gynaecological 
clinic.  Upstairs,  the  sudden  cold  whir  of  smoothly  gliding 
steel  plates  announce  the  fact  that  the  X-ray  pictures  of 
somebody's  lungs  have  just  been  taken.  In  the  big  oper- 
ating room  at  the  end  of  the  corridor,  the  hurrying  nurses 
may  be  getting  things  ready  for  such  modern  operations 
as  "articifial  pneumothorax,"  ''appendectomy"  or  "thora- 
coplasty." Evidently,  Connecticut  is  both  wise  and  kindly 
in  the  treatment  of  her  tuberculous  sick. 
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A  Successful  Innovation 

As  we  have  explained  in  previous  reports,  medical  con- 
ferences are  held  every  month  during  the  fall,  winter  and 
spring,  at  one  or  other  of  the  sanatoria  and  the  staff  of 
the  sanatorium  at  which  the  conference  is  held,  is  expected 
to  report  serious  original  studies  or  original  research,  of 
sufficient  importance  to  repay  the  state  for  the  expense  of 
bringing  together  on  this  day  all  the  medical  officers  of 
the  various  sanatoria.  During  the  past  two  years,  we  have 
had  many  fine  papers  and  demonstrations  at  these  meetings. 
They  were  not  only  of  benefit  to  the  assembled  physicians 
but  several  of  the  papers  have  been  reprinted  in  the  great 
medical  journals  of  the  country. 

An  innovation  reported  at  these  conferences  the  past 
two  years  that  has  attracted  favorable  comment  from  the 
tuberculosis  authorities  of  the  country,  is  our  establishing 
of  gynaecological  clinics  in  the  three  sanatoria  for  adults. 
For  a  long  while  we  have  felt  that  nowhere,  neither  in  this 
country  nor  in  Europe,  did  sanatorium  authorities  pay  suf- 
ficient attention  to  the  more  or  less  serious  ailments  from 
which  so  many  women,  because  they  are  women,  suffer. 
Most  tuberculosis  specialists,  and  most  tuberculosis  nurses, 
have  little  interest  in  these  ailments,  or  adequate  knowl- 
edge of  their  importance  or  sufficient  skill  to  treat  them 
properly.  Three  years  ago,  however,  knowing  that  the 
senior  assistant  at  Uncas-On-Thames,  Dr.  Urquhart  had  had 
very  special  training  in  gynaecology,  we  advised  Dr.  Camp- 
bell to  develop  a  gynaecological  clinic  at  the  sanatorium. 
The  results  were  so  gratifying  and  so  aroused  the  interest 
of  the  staffs  of  all  the  sanatoria,  that  we  directed  Dr. 
Urquhart  to  found  similar  clinics  at  the  Hartford  and 
Shelton  sanatoria.  At  both  of  these  sanatoria,  the  new  work 
met  with  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  resident  physicians 
and  the  nurses,  who  quickly  became  familiar  with  the 
diagnostic  and  therapeutic  technique.  At  present,  these 
clinics  are  conducted  regularly  by  the  staff  of  each  institu- 
tion, and  are  supervised  only  once  in  two  weeks  by  Dr. 
Urquhart.  Patients,  nurses  and  physicians  are  unanimous 
in  pronouncing  these  clinics  a  great  success. 

To  Vaccinate  or  Not  to  Vaccinate 

For  the  past  five  years,  the  tuberculosis  authorities  of 
the  world  have  been  listening  with  eager  interest  to  the 
claim  put  forth  by  Dr.  A.  Calmette,  the  famous  head  of  the 
Pasteur  Institute  of  Paris,  to  the  effect  that  he  had  devised 
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a  successful  vaccine  against  tuberculosis.  His  vaccine 
consists  of  living  bovine  tubercle  bacilli  that,  he  asserts 
have  lost  their  disease  producing  power,  but  not  their  vac- 
cinating power.  This  change  in  the  character  or  attributes 
of  his  strain  of  bovine  tubercle  bacilli  was  brought  about, 
he  says,  by  forcing  them  to  grow  during  many  years  of 
subculturing  on  media  which  contained  certain  proportions 
of  bile.  His  method  of  vaccinating  consists  in  feeding  in 
a  teaspoonful  of  milk  400  million  of  these  live  but  harmless 
bovine  tubercle  bacilli  to  infants  in  the  first  hours  or  days 
after  birth. 

Dr.  Calmette  and  his  assistants  have  devoted  great 
energy  and  much  thought  and  time  to  the  preparation  and 
the  testing  of  this  vaccine  now  known  as  the  B.C.G.  vaccine, 
— B.C.G.  being  an  abbreviation  for  "Bacillus  Calmette- 
Guerin."  It  is  estimated  that  already  this  live  vaccine  has 
been  fed  to  100,000  babies  in  France,  and  to  45,000  babies 
in  French  Indo  China  and  to  many  other,  but  fewer,  thou- 
sands by  enthusiasts  in  many  countries  of  Europe. 
Especially  in  Roumania  and  other  Balkan  states,  and  in 
most  of  the  countries  of  South  America,  Calmette's 
announcement  has  been  accepted  with  enthusiasm  and 
faith  and  every  month  increasing  numbers  of  babies  are 
vaccinated.  Even  in  our  own  country,  one  or  two  board 
of  health  officials  have  used  the  B.C.G.  vaccine  on  a  few 
babies  born  in  a  dangerous  tuberculosis  environment.  At 
the  recent  Tuberculosis  Conference  in  Europe,  although  the 
use  of  B.C.G.  vaccine  was  not  on  the  program  for  public 
discussion,  it  was  the  chief  subject  of  debate  in  the  groups 
of  tuberculosis  experts  gathered  about  the  conference  halls 
and  in  the  hotel  lobbies  and  lounges.  Not  all  of  the  debaters 
accepted  the  claims  of  Dr.  Calmette  and  his  assistants. 
In  fact,  their  conclusions  were  vigorously  opposed  by 
some  of  the  delegates  from  the  English  and  German 
speaking  countries  of  the  world.  One  of  the  outspoken 
critics  of  the  work  of  Dr.  Calmette  was  Dr.  S.  A.  Petroff , 
the  w^ell-known  bacteriologist  of  the  Trudeau  Sanatorium  at 
Saranac  Lake.  He  claimed  that  with  three  cultures  of  the 
supposedly  harmless  B.C.G.  vaccine,  he  had  been  able  to 
produce  generalized  tuberculosis  in  guinea  pigs.  Protests 
were  also  made  against  the  deductions  that  Calmette  draws 
from  his  statistics.  These  statistics  show  that  almost  all 
the  vaccinated  infants  though  born  of  tuberculous  mothers 
or  in  tuberculous  environments  have  for  several  years 
remained  free  of  tuberculosis,  in  striking  contrast  to  an 
equal  number  of  control  unvaccinated  infants  born  under 
the  same  conditions. 
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"Yes.  That's  undoubtedly  true,"  replied  the  critics. 
"But  the  immunity  of  the  vaccinated  infants  was  due,  not 
to  the  vaccination  but  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  vac- 
cinated infants  were  removed  from  their  tuberculous 
mothers  or  their  tuberculous  environments  while  the  control 
infants  were  not  so  removed.  And  it  has  been  a  matter  of 
general  knowledge  that  the  prompt  removal  of  a  new-born 
babe  or  calf  from  its  tuberculous  mother  almost  invariably 
results  in  the  saving  of  that  babe  or  calf  from  tuberculosis 
of  any  kind. 

"Again  the  proponents  of  this  new  vaccination  are 
shouldering  a  terrible  responsibility:  First,  they  admit  that 
the  live  bovine  tubercle  bacilli  that  they  feed  to  babies 
remain  alive  in  these  babies  for  years.  Yet  everybody 
knows  that  the  disease-producing  power  of  any  strain  of 
tubercle  bacilli  is  a  variable  quantity  and  may  be  increased 
or  diminished  by  varying  environment.  Certainly,  these 
tubercle  bacilli  alive  for  years  in  the  lymph  glands,  livers 
or  other  organs  of  vaccinated  babies  would  encounter  during 
these  years,  widely  varying  environments  according  to  the 
sicknesses  and  other  vicissitudes  of  the  child's  life. 

"Second,  even  if  we  admit  that  bovine  tubercle  bacilli 
are  comparatively  harmless  for  human  beings,  there  is 
always  to  be  borne  in  mind  the  possibility  that  bovine 
tubercle  bacilli  after  long  residence  in  a  human  being  may 
take  on  the  characters  of  human  tubercle  bacilli  and  thus 
become  able  to  destroy  their  unsuspecting  host. 

"Third:  The  proponents  of  the  B.C.G.  vaccine  admit 
that  a  certain  small  number  of  the  vaccinated  babies  if 
subjected  to  a  tuberculous  environment  die  of  tuberculosis, 
usually  tuberculous  meningitis.  In  a  recent  communication, 
Calmette  himself  tells  of  34  such  deaths.  He  says,  how- 
ever, that  no  vaccinated  baby  kept  free  of  contact  with 
tuberculous  patients,  has  died  of  tuberculosis  in  the  first 
year  of  life,  but  he  reports  that  35  of  the  41  deaths  among 
these  vaccinated  babies  kept  in  a  tubercle-free  environment 
were  caused  by  such  diseases  as  athrepsia,  pulmonary  con- 
gestion or  pneumonia,  gastro-enteritis,  convulsions  and 
ulcerating  pharyngitis.  It  does  not  require  a  great  stretch 
of  the  imagination  to  suppose  that  the  deaths  of  all  of 
these  35  babies  may  have  been  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
had  been  fed  with  400  million  live  bovine  tubercle  bacilli. 
Take  for  instance,  the  matter  of  the  15  infants  that  died 
of  gastro-enteritis, — inflammation  of  the  bowels,  v  Is  it  sur- 
prising that  there  should  be  inflammation  of  the  food-tract 
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of  a  baby  that  had  swallowed  400  million  live  tubercle 
bacilli,  even  if  these  bacilli  had  lost  their  ordinary  power 
of  forming  tubercles?" 

Recently  Calmette  has  accepted  the  challenge  contained 
in  one  of  these  criticisms,  and  has  issued  a  statement  giving 
figures  to  show  that  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  among 
unvaccinated  children,  who  remained  in  contact  with  their 
tuberculous  mothers,  was  seven  and  one-half  times  greater 
than  the  tuberculosis  death  rate  of  the  vaccinated  children 
who  also  remained  in  contact  with  their  tuberculous 
mothers.  These  figures  are  based  on  oflficial  returns  made 
to  the  Pasteur  Institute  of  Paris  by  the  physicians  in  charge 
of  the  two  hundred  and  four  (204)  tuberculosis  dispensaries 
and  clinics  of  France. 

To  be  fair  to  Dr.  Calmette  and  his  associates  and  to 
permit  Connecticut  to  know  exactly  what  his  claims  are,  it 
would  seem  desirable  to  give  a  short  quotation  from  a  recent 
modest  but  confident  summary  of  the  situation,  that  he 
himself  wrote.  (British  Journal  of  Tuberculosis,  October, 
1928.) 

"No  one  has  reported  pathological  accidents  attributed 
to  the  vaccination  and  everywhere  satisfaction  is  expressed 
with  the  results.  Up  to  the  present,  no  one  has  attempted 
a  definite  judgment  as  to  the  value  of  B.C.G.  as  a  means 
of  world  warfare  against  tuberculosis,  but  it  seems  possible 
after  comparing  the  mortality  through  tuberculosis,  on  the 
one  hand  among  the  vaccinated  and  on  the  other  among 
non-vaccinated  children  of  tuberculous  mothers  or  brought 
up  in  a  contaminated  family,  to  note  that  in  four  years  that 
mortality  is  considerably  less  among  the  vaccinated. 

''Besides,  according  to  French  experience  and  Roumanian 
returns  based  on  important  figures,  it  appears  certain  that 
the  mortality  from  tuberculosis  is  almost  nil,  while  among 
the  non-vaccinated  brough  up  in  tuberculous  contact,  it  is 
always  great. 

"I  have  published  the  statistics  which  have  been  brought 
out  in  French,  not  by  myself  but  by  the  National  Committee 
for  Defense  Against  Tuberculosis.  These  returns  have 
appeared  open  to  criticism  by  some  professional  statisticians, 
notably  Professor  Major  Greenwood  of  the  University  of 
London.  I  do  not  wish  to  discuss  the  objections  which  have 
been  raised,  for  they  will  be  dealt  with  in  a  searching  and 
complete  examination  which  is  being  carried  out  by  a 
Commission  set  up  by  the  Section  of  Hygiene  of  the  League 
of  Nations.  I  submit  myself  and  my  claims  to  the  judgment 
of  this  Commission,  which  will  be  able  to  take  into  account 
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all  the  information  that  I  possess,  and  all  the  facts  collected 
from  different  countries.  But  what  I  can  affirm  up  to  the 
present  as  experimenter  and  as  technician  in  the  experi- 
mental investigation  of  tuberculosis,  is  that  the  method  of 
preventive  vaccination  by  B.C.G.  when  applied  to  newly  born 
children  is  inoffensive,  and  that  it  appears  to  be  really 
efficacious.  I  am  convinced  that  we  can  use  B.C.G.  without 
the  slightest  fear  of  producing  harm.  I  hold  that  it  is 
desirable  that  B.C.G.  should  be  employed  everywhere  where 
it  is  possible  to  obtain  vaccinal  emulsions  freshly  and  prop- 
erly prepared." 

Evidently  the  time  is  not  yet  ripe  for  Connecticut  to 
take  sides  in  this  epochal  controversy.  If  the  ultimate 
decision  is  in  favor  of  Calmette  and  Guerin,  both  of  these 
men  will  be  acclaimed  everywhere  as  two  of  the  greatest 
servants  of  humanity,  but  if  in  the  next  few  years,  these 
vaccinated  babies  die  in  great  numbers  of  tuberculosis,  the 
wrath  of  the  world  will  be  visited  not  only  on  the  directors 
of  the  Pasteur  Institute  but  on  all  medical  research. 


Our  Central  Office 

At  the  Central  Office  of  the  Commission  in  the  State 
Capitol,  during  the  past  two  years,  we  pursued  as  usual  our 
system  of  collective  buying,  for  all  five  sanatoria,  such 
staples  as  flour,  canned  fruits  and  vegetables,  cottons, 
linens,  woolens,  cutlery,  coffee,  tea,  stationery  and  paper 
goods. 

It  is  through  our  central  office  that  admission  to  the  five 
sanatoria  are  made;  the  discharges  of  patients  recorded; 
the  follow-up  work  of  patients  done  and  put  on  file;  all  the 
Commission's  bookkeeping  and  correspondence  cared  for; 
the  minutes  of  the  Commission's  weekly  meetings  taken  and 
preserved;  the  issuing  of  specifications  for  bids  for  new 
construction,  equipment  and  supplies  prepared  and  pub- 
lished; and  the  material  for  our  educational  campaigns, 
books,  pamphlets,  photographs,  films,  placards,  and  posters, 
stored  and  niailed,  or  expressed. 

Because  of  the  installation  of  the  new  system  of  book- 
keeping in  all  the  institutions  the  work  of  the  staff  of  our 
central  office,  and  of  the  staffs  of  all  the  sanatoria  has  been 
greatly  increased  during  the  past  two  years.  However,  now 
that  the  installation  has  been  completed  and  the  new  classifi- 
cation of  accounts  understood,  it  is  expected  that  there  will 
be  no  further  friction  or  loss  of  time  on  this  score. 
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One  of  the  important  and  interesting  functions  of  our 
central  office  is  the  frequent  preparation  for  the  Commis- 
sion of  comparative  analyses  of  the  cost  per  unit  and  per 
patient  of  the  principal  articles  of  food  used  in  the  several 
sanatoria  and  the  per  capita  expenditures  at  each  institution 
for  medical  staff,  nursing  staff,  and  unskilled  labor.  These 
digests  are  of  course  issued  to  the  various  superintendents 
who  find  them  instructive  and  stimulating. 

Our  Doctors 

It  is  probably  already  apparent  to  the  readers  of  this 
report  that  we  are  proud  of  the  doctors  who  conduct  our 
sanatoria.  Their  names  now  well  known  to  the  other 
physicians  of  the  country  who  are  interested  in  tuberculosis 
will  be  found  preceding  the  statistical  statements  from  the 
several  sanatoria. 

Our  Friendly  Neighbors 

In  the  first  year  of  Connecticut's  Sanatorium  era,  it 
was  difficult  to  persuade  the  members  of  the  general  public 
that  they  should  show  individual  and  personal  interest  in 
the  patients  at  the  sanatoria.  Because  the  sanatoria  were 
State  institutions,  it  was  argued  that  the  State  should 
shoulder  the  whole  responsibility  of  seeing  to  the  comfort 
and  happiness  of  the  patients.  The  Commission  in  those 
early  years  felt  called  upon  to  issue  an  appeal  asking  the 
people  of  the  State  to  do  a  little  mothering  of  the  patients 
who  were  fighting  for  their  lives  at  the  State  Sanatoria. 
How  successful  that  appeal  was,  and  how  wide  and  generous 
has  been  the  response  to  it,  is  now  evident  to  all,  who  in 
summer  or  winter  visit  the  sanatoria,  and  see  the  joy  of  the 
proud  recipients  of  the  public's  largess  and  hear  them  tell 
of  their  gratitude  to  the  individuals  and  organization  who 
have  remembered  them  in  their  days  of  sickness  and 
perhaps  of  discouragement.  Gifts  of  sympathy,  money, 
books,  games,  flowers,  music,  musical  instruments  and 
entertainments  of  all  kinds,  come  to  them  from  every 
quarter  of  the  State.  It  is  evident  that  no  institutions  any- 
where are  nearer  and  dearer  to  the  great  heart  of  Con- 
necticut than  the  State's  five  sanatoria  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis. 

For  the  names  of  many  of  these  friends  of  the  sanatoria, 
the  reader  is  referred  to  the  lists  in  the  appendix  to  the 
report. 
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Our  Medical  Friends 

Several  of  the  great  county  and  municipal  medical 
societies  of  the  State  have  held  their  annual  meetings  at 
the  State  Sanatoria  during  the  past  two  years.  Recently, 
the  Eastern  Section  of  the  National  Sanatorium  Associa- 
tion brought  its  members  from  all  the  Eastern  and  Middle 
states  of  the  country  to  a  most  interesting  annual  confer- 
ence at  Uncas-On-Thames,  where  Dr.  Hugh  B.  Campbell, 
the  Superintendent  of  Uncas-On-Thames  and  the  President 
of  the  Sanatorium  Association  entertained  them.  The 
visiting  tuberculosis  experts  made  an  extended  trip  to  The 
Seaside  Sanatorium  at  Niantic  and  expressed  their  enthusi- 
astic approval  of  the  pioneer  work  that  Connecticut  is  doing 
at  this  institution  for  her  children  crippled  with  tuberculosis 
of  bones  and  glands. 

These  meetings,  we  consider  important  not  only  because 
they  teach  and  stimulate  us,  but  also  because  they  give  us 
an  opportunity  to  demonstrate  to  the  medical  profession  of 
the  state  and  to  the  tuberculosis  experts  of  the  country  how 
wise  and  kind  a  physician  Connecticut  is. 

The  Seaside 

Because  the  matter  of  the  State's  acquiring  of  the  land 
necessary  for  the  enlarging  of  the  Seaside  Sanatorium  at 
Niantic,  is  at  this  writing  before  the  Superior  Court  for 
adjudication,  we  refrain  from  discussing  it  in  these  pages. 
We  are  confident  however  that  before  the  adjournment  of 
the  General  Assembly,  we  will  have  good  news  to  report  to 
it. 

Finally 

In  our  own  name;  and  in  the  name  of  all  the  protesting 
health  officials  and  societies  of  the  State;  and  in  the  name 
of  all  the  indignant  fraternal  and  benevolent  organizations 
of  the  state ;  and  in  the  name  of  all  the  anxious  friends  and 
relatives  of  the  men  and  women  now  denied  early  admission 
to  the  State's  sanatoria;  and  in  the  name  of  the  suffering 
men  and  w^omen  themselves  who  now,  horror-stricken,  see 
the  prospects  of  life,  grow  fainter  and  fainter  week  after 
week  and  month  after  month,  because  they  are  still  on  the 
waiting  list ;  we  the  State  Tuberculosis  Commission  respect- 
fully beseech  the  General  Assembly  to  grant  our  requests 
for  appropriations  for  the  erection  of  new  infirmary 
buildings  at  the  various  sanatoria. 
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Our  Extramural  Activities 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  conducting  the  sanatoria  the 
superintendents  and  staffs  have  extramural  activities  which 
are  briefly  noted  below. 

Cedarcrest 

The  receiving  of  various  groups  of  nurses  who  came  to 
visit  the  sanatorium  during  the  past  two  years,  especially 
from  Middletown,  Waterbury,  New  Britain  and  Hartford. 
The  senior  nurses  at  the  Hartford,  St.  Francis  and  Mt.  Sinai 
Hospitals  who  are  assigned  to  duty  with  the  Visiting  Nurse 
Association,  visit  the  sanatorium  as  part  of  their  instruc- 
tion, and  are  given  lectures  by  the  Superintendent.  Papers 
on  the  subject  of  tuberculosis  were  also  read  by  the  Super- 
intendent before  the  Hartford  and  New  Britain  Medical  So- 
cieties, Women's  Association  of  Wethersfield,  Men's 
Brotherhood  of  South  Park  Methodist  Church,  Glastonbury 
Congregational  Church  and  Lion's  Club  of  New  Britain. 

Laurel  Heights 

Beginning  November  17th,  1926  and  one  Friday  of  each 
month  thereafter  groups  of  ten  nurses  from  the  New  Haven 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  came  to  Laurel  Heights  at  2 
P.  M.  A  lecture  was  given  by  Dr.  Lynch  on  some  particular 
phase  of  sanatorium  treatment  such  as  pneumothorax, 
heliotherapy,  etc.,  and  a  laboratory  demonstration  of 
tubercle  bacilli  with  a  short  talk  concerning  infection.  This 
course  has  continued  since  that  time,  for  groups  of  new 
nurses  as  they  are  added  to  the  Staff. 

Once  a  year  Doctor  Lynch  has  gone  to  New  Haven  and 
lectured  for  one  hour  to  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  and 
Board  of  Directors  and  groups  of  nurses  from  other  asso- 
ciations who  were  invited  to  attend. 

Lectures  have  been  given  by  Doctor  Lynch,  the  superin- 
tendent to  the  Derby  and  Shelton  Board  of  Trade,  the  Shel- 
ton  Kiwanis  Club,  the  Bridgeport  Kiwanis  Club,  the  Ansonia 
Rotary  Club,  the  Ansonia  Girls  Club,  and  the  Department  of 
Charity  nurses  of  Bridgeport. 

Uncas-On-Thames

On  two  occasions,  the  Tri-City  Medical  Society,  composed 
of  medical  men  from  New  London,  Norwich  and  Willimantic 
held  their  meetings  here,  and  on  October  11th  and  12th,  the 
Eastern  Section  of  the  American  Sanatorium  Association, 
of  which  the  Superintendent  of  this  institution  was  presi- 
dent, held  its  meeting  here.  Representatives  from  sana- 
toria in  all  the  New  England  States,  as  well  as  New  York, 
New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  and  District  of  Columbia  were 
present.
